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Britain Calls On 
Soviet Good Faith

LONDON (/P)—Britain called on 
Soviet Russia today to work in 
good faith for a disarmament ac­ 
cord that would bring to the world 
“a release from the horror of mass 
destruction and a real freedom 
from fear.” 
Minister of State Anthony Nut­ 
ting made the appeal at a news 
conference he said was called “to 
correct the untruths and distor­ 
tions” leaked by the Russians from 
the secret 
five-power disarm a­ 
m ent talks. His statem ent follow­ 
ed similar ones last night by rep­ 
resentatives of the United States 
and France. 
Asked if there was hope of an 
eventual agreement, Nutting re­ 
plied “if we all work in good faith 
and above all in private I believe 
we can at any rate narrow points 
of difference.” But he warned that

“make it very difficult to see how 
any progress can be achieved.” 
The Soviets have turned down 
a Western proposal to cut the 
U. S., Russian and Red Chinese 
armed forces to between 1 and 1 % 
million each, Western informants 
say.

NEW YORK (/P)—A Brazilian 
coffee exporter says his country 
may burn six to seven million bags 
of ooffoe this year to keep the 
price up. 
Abrahao Jabour said last night 
the 1954-55 crop in Brazil could 
produce a surplus of that many 
bags, each weighing 132 pounds. 
Brazil 
grows the 
bulk 
of 
the 
world’s coffee. 
He said the surplus will be w ith­ 
drawn from the m arket—and may 
be burned—when the 1955-56 crop 
starts next July. 
The 1954-55 crop, he said at a 
news conference, is expected to 
produce 15 million bags and the 
following year there may be 16 or 
17 million. 
He said a decrease in the Brazil 
price of coffee, now around 50 to 
54 cents a pound, could ruin many 
producers. 
A year ago coffee prices reached 
an all-tim e high in the United 
States, where the best brands sold 
for $1.30 a pound or more. The 
price in brazil at the time was 
about 93 cents a pound. 
Brazilian officials reported these 
high prices were caused by frost 
damage to the 1953 crop. 
The present price of coffee per­ 
mits chain stores here to sell it 
for less than 80 cents a pound, 
although some premium brands 
still cost more than a dollar. 
If Brazil destroys part of its 
coffee crop this year in order to 
m aintain the price, it will not be 
for the first time. Between 1932 
and 1940, 80 million bags were 
burned.

The two island groups, which 
lie near the Chinese mainland, are 
major outposts of Chiang Kai- 
shek’s Nationalist forces based on 
Formosa. The United States has 
declined to say definitely whether 
it would move only if the attack 
were considered the start of a 
major assault on Formosa. 
Asked about that possibility. 
Press Secretary James C. Hager- 
ty said any discussion of foreign 
affairs undoubtedly would touch 
on Formosa. But he noted that the 
luncheons had been scheduled for 
some time. 
Some m ilitary leaders reported­ 
ly are urging a strong defense of 
Matsu, both to save that outpost 
and to discourage an even larger 
effort against Quemoy. 
The reports indicate that unless 
the Reds are given a very rough 
time in an assault on Matsu, they 
could be ready for a heavier blow 
against Quemoy by May.

Secretary Benson Terms Political Progaaanda 
Report Charging Department With Negligence 


WASHINGTON CB-Secretary of 
Agriculture Benson has termed 
“political propaganda” a House 
Appropriations Committee report 
charging his department with neg­ 
ligence and irresponsibility. 
A continuing farm policy split 
between Benson and some mem­ 
bers of Congress broke out anew 
Friday when the House Appropri­ 
ations Committee blistered t h e 
agriculture secretary ‘‘and others 
around him” for what it said were 
“policical and o t h e r considera­ 
tions” governing many of their of­ 
ficial acts. 
The blast was contained in a 
committee report recommending 
funds for the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment in the fiscal year starting 
July I. 
Firing back at his congressional 
foes, Benson said in a statement: 
“This appears to be an intent to 
fix blame on this administration 
for an unsound and unworkable 
I program . . . which has been con­ 
tinued IO years beyond the World 
War II emergency because of the 
apparent lack of political courage 
I to change it.” 


Benson referred here to a war- 
born system of high, rigid price 
orops for basic farm commodities. 
This system was dropped by Con­ 
gress last year, but the House Ag­ 
riculture Committee has approved 
a bill to restore it. 
Two members of the Appropria­ 
tions Committee, Reps. Horan <R- 
Wash> and Vursell (R-Ill), defend­ 
ed Benson. They said in a separate 
statement: “We believe that Sec­ 
retary Benson is doing a good and 
courageous job.” They said, too, 
they felt the majority report was 
“fraught with political implications 
and inaccuracies.” 
The report actually was prepar­ 
ed on behalf of a seven-man sub­ 
committee on agricultural appro­ 
priations composed of four Demo­ 
crats and three Republicans, in­ 
cluding Horan, Vursell and Rep 
H. Carl Andersen of Minnesota. 
However, the full appropriations 
committee of 30 D^mo^rntf a n d 
20 Republican 
.inr-ovod it with 
the only puhlielv-stated opposition 
that of Horan and Vursell. 
The committee's criticisms were 


leveled chiefly at the Commodity 
Credit Corp. which handles t h e 
i price support operations, and the 
rate at which the department has 
been disposing of government-held 
i surplus farm products, now total- 
I ing about 7 ^ billion dollars. The 
congressional group also .spoke of 
lower farm income and charged 
the administration production con- 
; trot programs with forcing farmers 
Ioff the land. 
Benson replied “ any decline in 
income that farmers have experi­ 
enced occurred while w-e had an 
I unrealistic rigid support law.” He 
I also blamed this now-superseded 
I law for forcing farmers from their j 
I farms. 
As for the surplus problem, Ben­ 
son said his department is “push-1 
j ing to the limit” its expansion of 
both domestic and foreign markets 
for excess farm commodities ac­ 
cumulated bv the government un-! 
der price support operations. But 
he stressed that the adminstration 
does not propose to “dump sur­ 
pluses in a manner that will break 
jthe markets.”

Fertilizin g C o v e r C rop s 
Several farm ers drop by the of­ 
fice or call wanting to know if they 
should fertilize their cover crops 
or wait until they plant their corn 
or cotton. The present rain period 
will certainly have a lot to do with 
the tim e of application. 
If the basic and nitrogen appli­ 
cation of fertilizer could be broad­ 
cast on the cover crop previous to 
turning the crop under, it would 
help to decom pose the cover crop. 
The fertilizer treatm ent would al­ 
so be placed deeper in the soil and 
this is m ore im portant in dry years. 
To receive the m axim um benefit 
from 
a 
green 
m anure 
crop 
it 
should be turned under while it 
is still young and tender and by 
the tim e it has reached a height 
of no m ore than IO inches. Various 
tests have shown that a good stand 
of vetch used as a green m anure 
is com parable to the use of 40 
pounds of nitrogen from chem ical 
fertilizer sources on the current 
crop. 
Keep in mind that a crop seeded 
on a field following turning under 
a crop of vetch should be IO days 
to two w'eeks after the vetch has 
been turned under. 
Where rye is seeded with vetch, 
it would be better to go ahead and 
turn the crop under as soon as pos­ 
sible although the vetch m ay not 
have much growth. In most cases 
rye has sufficient growth to turn 
under now. If it grows m uch long­ 
er it will have so much lignin 
and carbonaceous m aterial in it 
that it will take most of your fer­ 
tilizer to break the rye down. 
P ast experience has shown that 
starter applications of fertilizer on 
cotton help to get the crop off to 
a much better start in the spring. 
This is m ore im portant in some 
years than others and w here it can 
be done, it still is an im portant 
practice in the production of cotton. 
With lim ited acres, we can still 
produce as much cotton by using a 
few adapted practices that have 
'raven to be profitable.

this bulletin are based on a study 
of 292 tests through a period of 
several years m ade in Southeast 
Missouri cotton countries. Many of 
these tests w ere m ade in M ississip­ 
pi County. 
These experim ents clearly show 
that nitrogen 
is the key to in­ 
creased cotton yields 
when 
ap­ 
plied to soils testing high in phos­ 
phorus and potassium . The tests 
also show very clearly that appli­ 
cations of nitrocon on land that is 
lew in either phosphate or potas­ 
sium fails to give satisfactory re­ 
turns. 
Since practically all dark color­ 
ed M ississippi County soil$ have a 
high phosphate and potash content 
some of the results given in this 
bulletin should be particularly in­ 
teresting to cotton growers in those 
areas. It was found that 3 lbs. of 
nitrogen alone used in 21 tests gave 
an average increase of 315 lbs. of 
seed cotton per acre. In 6 tests 50 
lbs. of nitrogen boosted the yield 
increase to 400 lb* In n e th e r of 
these instances did the application 
of the nitrogen fertilizer have any 
m arked effect on the m aturity of 
the crop.
